Everal Months are now paft fince I gave 
you the trouble of a few Lines, but 
\ J having heard nothing from you, I con- 
clude they came not to your Hands, and therefore iend 
this Paper on the fame Errand, to acquaint you, that 
having in your Mercury Vol.7. N.2. Q.4. afhrmed, 
that feveral Infeéts are bred of Putrefaction, and can 
be fo producd by fome Perfons, notwithftanding what 
Redi has obferv’d to the contrary : You are defired to 
let ur {aow what Infects thee are, and how they may 
be fy’gsoduc’'d. We are by manifold Experience in- 
duc'd to taveur the contrary Opinion, and have not 
hitherto met wic:+cgny Experiment or Obfervation fo 
conclufive, but th;¢we may juftly doubt of the reality 
of xquivocal Generation ; for we have aot been fo 
happy as to obferve any Infects produc'd, where we 
might not rationally fuppofe ( if not evidently demon- 
ftrate ) Eggs from the proper Parent to have been de- 
pofited. Thefe things are not mention’d out of any 
finiiter or quarre!{ome Defign, but really for the fake 
of Truth, and the Advancement of Knowledge: And 
hence, if you pleafe, you may take occafion to give the 
(Enzlifh) World an Account of the Generation of In- 
fects And feeing Iam fallen on the Confiderati- 
of {mall Animals, it may not be impertinent to give you 
the following Relation. Some time fince my Curiofity 
led me, among other Anatomic Subjects, to diffect a 
Female Moute, whote Abdomen as foon as I had laid 
open, I was furpriz’d to find the Cyftis fellea to much 
larger than is ufualin fuch Animals, and fo deeply co- 
Jour’d, for it equall’d in bignefs a large Hazel Nut, and 
was of adee, Orange colour: When I open’d it, a 
Lemmon colour’d Worm at leaft fix inches long ex- 
pos'd it felf to my view. About an inch and half at 
the head, was flat on the fides, fharp above and below, 
and asthe Worm Jay ina prone {cituation, the Superi- 
or and fharp part of the Head appeared much higher 
than any other part of the Body. The reft of the Body 
was round, but a little deprefs'd on the back, thickeft at 
the fetting on of the Head, and thence decreafing gradu- 
ally to the Tail, which was fharp. The frame of the 
whole Body feem'd to be a chain of Mufcles, not exactly 
annular, ( asin the Earth-worim ) but making on the 
back an obtule Angle —In feeling it was rough along 
theback from the Tail toward the Head. By its feveral 
Complications it fill’dthe whole Cavity of the Bladder, 
in which there was {carce a drop of Bile. The Moufe 
was very fat, and with Young, and all the other Vifcera 
as far as I could difcern in their Natural tone.— Among 
the various listle Animals found in the Bodies of greater, I 
remember not to have feen or read of any like the above de- 
{crib’d Worm, and therefore defire to know whether any of 
your Society have met with anyfuch, 2nd what you call it, to- 
gether with an Account of your Opinion of its Generation, 
which will be very acceptable unto 
Your humble Servant. 


Anfw. We have ina Jate Advertifement defir’d the 
World to take Notice, that fome things have been put 
into the Paper without our Affent or Knowledge, and 
We have taken Orders to prevent it for the future. 
‘Tis Our unanimous and fettled Opinion, that there is 
no fuchathing as Equivocal Generation in Nature, but 
that all Creatures whatever, Inieéts or others, proceed 
by a Natural Generation, for fo far as we could ever 
yet make any Tryals, or read of (a late) We find it con- 
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firm’d. ‘Tis true indeed, there are fome Inftances, 
which tho’ they may be found out hereafter, We are 
able to giveno Account of at prefent, as the productions 
of Worms that are found in Humane Bodies, of which 
Phyficians relate fo very ftrange and different Shapes 
and fome of ‘em fome yards long, and wharis yet ob. 
fervable, very often but one of a Kind, and the Inftance 
in the Queftion may for its Curiofiry come in for a fhare 
of Admiration amongft the ref ; how, or from whar 
External Parents thefe fhou’d be producd, when we 
find none fuch but in Bodies, isa little furprizing, fince 
‘tis demonftrable, that the Entrails of Bodies are not 
their Natural Refidence, confider’d purely as Bodies, 
for they are unnatural to the Body, becaufe they rend 
to the deftruétion of it, as alfothey are not in al! Bodies, 
We fhould be extreamly Oblig’d by any that has or 
hereafter fhall make any New Ditcoveries upon this 
Head, if they would be pleafed to fend them into us, 
which We would gratefully acknowledge, and publith 
to the World. 

Queft. 2. Whether the Revoiution of any Globe (thé ne- 
ver fo big ) upon its own Axis inthe {pace of 24 hours, be 
4 motion unnaturally {wift ? 

An{w. Unnaturally (wift isan odd fort of an Expref- 
fion, upon fuppofition of a thing that always is fo, 
which is as much asto fay unnaturally Natural ; bue 
We know of no Globe fo big as this Queftion fuppotes, 
for *tis evident that the whole Created Univerfe is im- 
ply’d as in the next Queftion, where we fhall Anfwer 
this more fully. 

Quetft. 3. Whether the Revolution of the Created Hniverfe, 
confider’d as one entire Globe or Sphere, and carrying with 
it all the AEther and Planetary Bodies included in that Sphere 
in 24 hours, can any more be reputed a violent Motion than 
the Revolution-of a lefjer Sphere in the fame {pace of time ? 
It being ffill the fame motion, whether the Globe be fuppos’d 
to ¢ extended toa greater, or contracted to a leffer Superfi- 
cies 

Anfw. We fay ’tis Abfurd:-to confider the whole crea- 
ted Univerfe as one Globe, fincethe thoufand millionth 
part has not the fame Revolution. “Tis evident that 
the Sun is zoo times bigger than the Earth; as allo, 
that the fixed Stars ( or thofe we call fuch becaufe they 
ufually keep the fame diftance ia their motions ) alfo 
are 1000 bigger ; and ‘tis more thau barely cod Cn 
chat every one of them turn ronnd upen their own Axis 
as fo many Worlds: ‘Tis demonftrable that the Sun 
does fo, by the {pots which have been perceiv’d to 
move over its Disk from one fide to the other, and af- 
ter iuch a time reappear in the place where the firft be- 
gan, finifhing this Revolution in about 254 days; the 


fame has alfo been obferv’d as to the Revolution of Sa- 
turn and Jupicer upon their Axes: Befides, the Stars 
are fo far trom conipiring to help on with One Uni- 
verfal Motion of the whole Created World, that they 
are far froma regular Motion amongft themlelves, as 
alfo in refpeét to the moft confiderable parts of it ; for 
inftance, the fixed Stars themfelves keep not always the 
fame diftance from the Equinoétial point, but more 
unequally, fometimes f{witier, and fometimes flower. 
The Star called Spica Virginis, which Timo boris obierv'd 
not long after the Death of Alexander the Great went be-. 
fore the point of the Autumnal Equinox eight degrees. 
And Hyparchus 200 Years after obferv’d, that it went 
before the Point of the Autumnal Equinox tix degrees : 
And 260 Years after that Piolomy oblerv'’d it to be nor 
much more than 3 deg. and ‘cis oblerv’d, at this time to 
follow the fame point 18 deg. by which Inftance a Na« 
tural Revolution of the whole Univerte as one Globe is 
very abiurd and impoffible ; and therefore if we confi« 
der the particular parts themielves, the Copernicans do 
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not udreafonably fuggeft, that the Motion of the Earth 
upon its own Axis once in 24 Hours, 1s much mote pro- 
bable than the Motion of the fixe Stars about it; which 
being at almoft fuch an Infinite diftance from it, muft 
to finith their Circuit move about a hundred thoufand 
Miles in a Minute. ; 

Queft. 4. Seeing we perceive not by Senfe any Motion of 
the Earth ( becaule if it move as the Copernicans affirm, the 
Atmolphere is alfo carried about with it ) Whether it be not 
as Natural to {uppofe that the Revolution of the Univerfe car- 
rying with it all the included Bodies in their feveral places, 
wonld never caufe any fuch Diforder or Inflamation of the 
Cour(e of Nature as the Copernicans imagine, aud by which 
they (uppofe to demonftrate the impoffibility of placing the Di- 
urnal Revolution elfewhere than in the Earth ? 

Anfy. We deny, as before, that there’s no fuch a 
thing as the Revolution of che Univerfe, which carrys 
with it all the included Bodies in their teveral places. 

Queft. 5. that’s the Reafon that if you apply the contrary 
Polos of two Load/tones together, they will meet, but if you 
put the North or South Poles of each together, they will turn 
from ene anether ‘ ; 

Aniw. Some Dutch Mariners who fearching 2 Way to 
the Ea/t-Indies thro’ the Northern Ocean, have come ve- 
ry nigh the Pole, fay that che Compafs there was ule- 
lefs, i. as much as the Needle was indiffereut to point 
towards any part of the Heavens, the reafon of which is 
probably this, That the fubtile Matter which moves pa- 
rallel to the Axis of the Earth falling then perpendicu- 
larly upon the Needle, has no greater Power to turn it 

ne way than another : It is experienc’d, that if you 
place a Loadftove in a little Boat, juft fe big as to keep 
it floating, that ic may the eafier be mov’d, and then 
apply another Loadftone to this which fwims, it will 
have the Effeét mentioned in the Queftion ; for Aniwer 
to which there are according to Defcartes certain Pores 
in the Loaditone which are Strait, or winding like a 
Screw, and thofe of the one Pole are twifted contrary 
to thofe of the other, that alfo within thefe Pores there 
is acertain Downinefs which like the Briftles of a Hog 
do incline all one way, viz. thafe of the Northern Pores 
towards the South, and thote of the Southern VPores to- 
wards the North, hindering thereby any thing to enter 
the contrary way; now when the North Pole of the 
one jis turned towards the North Pole of the other, the 
fuubtile Matter which entereth at the South Pole of the 
one having pafled chro’ the fame, and going out of the 
North Pole, meets there the South Pole of the other 
Loadftone, whole Pores being twifted the fame way 
with thofe out of which it juft came before, and having 
the aforelaid Down included the fame ‘way, do freely 
admit thefe tubtile Particles, which by their Motion ex- 
pelling al! the interjacent Air which hindered the free- 
dom ot their paffages, force thele by the two Stones to- 
cether to approach together, after the fame manner as 
[ron feems to be atrracted. But when the Poles, both 
North, or both South, are turned towards each other, 
the fubtile Matter which enters in at the one Pole ( fup- 
pofe the North of one Stone ) when it comes to go out 
of the South Pole of the fame Stone, meets there with 
the contrary Pole of the other Stone, whofe Pores are 
twifted the contrary way, aud have allo the faid Down 
inclined fo as to hinder their Entrance, the other Stone 
does inftead of making its approach nearer to it, puth 
and thruft it farther. But there may be Occafion to 
ipeak more of the Nature of Loadftones very {peedily.
